The bill for the organizution of Arizona hav- 
ing heen favorably reported by the err. urn 
Committees of the House anl Senate, um remain 
fur the present Congress to determine to what 
extent, if any, legislation is necossiry fur this

Rosseny or Srock At A Matr Stattos.—-The 
Overland Mail station known as Dragoon Springs, 
receired a visit from a band of Coyvtera, Apaches 
ou Friday, the 7th inst., and woro relieved of some 
of their valuable stock. A party of these Indians, 
who are getting to be very troublesome at several of 
the stations east of here, oponed the corral of tho 
cpmpany on: the 7th, and drove off cight head uf 
males. Two of the numbor not liking their new
